damage 
British foreign 
trade, be­ 
cause of tile immense 
number of 
lnercdiantmen at the disposal of Eng­ 
land's 
shippers. 
While 
Germany’s 
-ubmavine activities have produced 
optimistic rejoicings at home, these 
are quite out of proportion to 
tile 
actual hurt done to the British Em­ 
pire. 
Iii reality the submarines have 
been engines of vengeance seeking 
to retaliate 
r e g a r d l e s s of 
military, 
or strategic value, for the relentless 
pressure of Britian’s overwhelming­ 
ly superior war forces. But, retalia­ 
tion is only an incident in warfare, 
and s o Germany’s submarines 
are 
having only an incidental effect on 
the security of England’s commerce. 


As the British navy has dominat­ 
ed the seas since the beginning oi 
the war; so has' the German army 
controlled the land situation. 
E x ­ 
cept for a few square miles in south­ 
ern Alsace, German soil is free 
of 
invaders, while Germany’s enemies 
elsewhere are held at bay f a r with­ 
in their own boundaries. 
No such 
combination of individual courage, 
strategic skill, organizing capacity, 
readiness and foresight has ever be­ 
fore been united iii a nation's mild- 
ary service a- the German 
armies 
di>played since they took the held 
last summer. 


Nevertheless, one primary mistake 
was committed by the German Gen­ 
eral Staff during the drive on Paris 
and during the subsequent fighting 
along the Ai-ne 
atter the retreat 
from tin* Marne. 
Throughout that 
crucial period the way to Dunkirk 
and 
(’alai" 
was open 
and 
was 
neglected. 
Everything was risked on 
the capture of Paris and the whole 
thought 
of the German 
staff wa- 
continuously 
concentrated 
on 
the 
struggle for the French capital. Too 
late came the realization that a n ­ 
other objective must be found. When 
the channel ports were substituted 
for the Paris offensive, the French 
and the Briti-h armies had recovered 
* rom the demoralizing e f f e c t s of tile 
retreat from Belgium; they were able 
to concentrate in the northwestern 
part of the 
battle area, 
and they 
sucee-sfully held the Germans in the 
Battle of Handers. 


This error i- the only irredeemable 
one of major cou-equenees the Ger­ 
mans have committed. 
Their fail­ 
ure to hold their positions after Non 
Kluek 
had 
reached 
Paris 
was 
for 
the 
T e u t o i i s s 
no 
more than a mi-fortune of war. But, 
the inability to realize quickly 
that 


P a r i s was permanently out of Ger­ 
many’s reach and that P a l a i s 
and 
Dunkirk must De sub-tituted, was a 
strategic error of the first rank and 
shows how disheartening to the Gen­ 
eral Staff was the German defeat at 
the battle of the Marne. 


Yon Hindenherg 
made 
no such 
error as this in the East, although 
his f i r s t drive again-t Warsaw was 
a> much a 
failure as w a s the 
ad ­ 
vance on 
Paris. 
Unquestionably, 
Von Hindenherg has done more to 
save Germany 
since l a s t 
summer 
than any oilier man. 
It now seems 
a> if hi* had definitely broken the 
offensive of the Slavs and no matter 
how much longer the war may last, 
Kus-ia will probably 
be unable to 
again 
seriously 
threaten 
German 
territory. 


The eollaspe of Russia, the break­ 
down of the steam roller, is the most 
crushing fact of the war. 
Russia's 
allies, and particularly England, ex­ 
pected 
the Slav- 
last summer to 
prove themselves the decisive factor 
iii the 
war. 
The inferior 
military 
capacity demonstrated by the R u s ­ 


s i a n s against the Japanese was ig­ 
nored and a new birth of strategic 
genius was expected to occur in the 
Czar’s Empire, which would carry 
the Russian arms across Germany to 
Berlin. 
In 
those days, which 
now 
seem to fade into tile middle ages, 
people were asking wonderingly why 
the 
prideful 
Germans 
had 
never 
fortified 
Berlin. 
This 
inexplicable 
circumstance was expected to be a 
great assistance to the Slavs, 
and 
was 
counted 
upon 
to permit tile 
steam 
roller 
to move 
unimpeded 
along the I n t e r Den Linden. 


But the past four seasons of fight­ 
ing have shown that an Empire not 
efficiently 
guided 
in the days of 
peace 
cannot 
suddenly 
transform 
itself into an effective organization 
for war after hostilities break out. 


Modern warfare has proven itself to 
be the most technical of all the arts 
and professions; hut at that time, 
it has demonstrated that the qualit­ 
ies of leadership it dernads do uot 
differ iii nature from those cap a­ 
cities for organization, thoroughness 
anil quick decision which raise 
a 
nation industrially to the first rank. 
Russia, 
a second 
class 
industrial 
nation, in peace, has proven herself 
to be a second class fighting nation 
in war. 
The past year has shown 
that she is paying the usual penalty 
for inefficiency. 
Had the facts been 
otherwise, 
had Russia 
revealed 
a 
special 
aptitude for war, 
the 
ab­ 
solutist 
sway of the Czars 
would 
have 
become 
Europe’s 
new peril 
after 
the end of the present 
war. 
civilization has been saved 
from 
peril, and Russia has been taught 
that she must work her destiny 
by 
peaceful effort. 
The French army committed three 
blunders early in the war, but since 
then, its commanders have equalled 
the Germans iii qualities of leader­ 
ship and 
its rank 
and 
file have 


s h o w n the highest coin age. I lie early 
French mistakes 
were due 
to the 
same causes— inferiority of subordi­ 
nate leadership, and indecision 
in 
the ranks owing to recollections of 
the 
Franco-Prussian 
war. 
Poor 
leadership was responsible for too 
rapid advances into Southern Alsace 
and Western Lorraine la. t summer. 
When the Germans 
deivered 
their 
counterstrokes, there was a panic 
among the French and no subsequent 
efforts have been able to recover 
the ground 
that 
was 
lost iii 
the 
French retreat. 


The third, and by far the most 
serious of French errors occurred 
during the fighting 
on southeastern 
Belgium, aud especially iii the Ard­ 
ennes 
forest 
district. 
Here, 
had 
French strategy, coupled once more 
with panic in the ranks, permitted 
the Germans to begin their m a r v e l o u s 
advance on Paris that ended with 
the 
delivery 
ut J off're’s 
masterly 
counter offensive east of P a n -. The 
victory of the Marne, 
aud 
the re­ 
doubtable von Kluek - flight before 
the 
attacking 
French 
troops that 
had been 
concentrated 
secretly iii 
Paris, 
producing 
ail instantaneous 
recovery 
of 
morals 
throughout 
France. 
During the dark days of retreat 
from Belgium, many people in Paris 
were urging an immediate peace with 
Germany to save the Republic. 
But, 
after Joffre had shown that the Ger­ 


m a n s could be beaten, 
a spirit of 
national rejuvenation appeared, and 
the creation of a new France began. 
Even though Die French army a d ­ 


v a n c e s no further than the present 
battle line. France will emerge from 
the war with her self confidence re- 
stored for the first time since 
if 
was shattered in 1870— 71. 
W hat­ 
ever tin* term" of peace may give to 
the French people* tiff" will be their 
greatest 
prize; 
that they 
have 
learned to stand s t e a d f a s t in 
the 
face of the enemy. 


The British arm y’s work in the 
war was most effectively done during 
the retreat to Pari". 
British troops 
protected the left Hank of the Allies 
and 
prevented 
von 
K l u e k ’" 
from 
carrying out his encircled objective. 
Not only 
was an 
overwhelmingly 
disaster 
thus 
prevented, 
lait the 
French 
were given time 
to steady 
themselves for the ultimate delivery 
of Jeff’re’s counterstroke. 
The great 
army 
that tile 
British 
army 
has 
ra p e d by its volunteer system, has 
yet 
to make 
itself 
felt 
in 
the 
struggle. 
It is lacking iii equipment 
and has not been able to demon­ 
strate its full worth against the Ger­ 
mans. 
Elsewhere, howe'er, troops 
of the British Empire have acquited 
themselvc" well. 
A South African 
army has wrested German southwest 
Africa from the Teutons*. Austra­ 
lians 
and 
New 
Zealanders 
have 
seized 
Germany’" 
Pacific 
colonies 
and 
an 
Anglo-Indian 
force 
has 
wrested the Persian gulf hinterland 
from the Turks and has conquered 
the legendary site of the Garden of 
Eden, 
between 
the 
Tigris 
and 
Euphrates rivers. 
England’s most 
important contributions to the war, 
however, have been made by her fleet 
and by the ability of her bankers to 
finance the Allies under conditions 
of 
unpreeedent 
interferences 
with 
foreign trade balances. 
Austria’s recovery from the effects 
of lier early defeat bv Russia P due 
largely to the example set her 
by 
Germany 
and 
to 
strategic 
plans 
created by the German General staff. 
The Austrians have now resigned the 
management o f the entire campaign 
against Russia to the Germans, and 


are supplying very few troops to re-1 


inforce 
German 
eastern 
armies. 
Austrian military activity is at {ire- 
sent chiefly concerned with resisting 
Italy. 
It is too early to say what 
Italy’s entrance into the war will 
mean, just as the fate of Constanti­ 
nople cannot be foretold. The chief 
problems for the Italians, and for 
tile Turks, is how to obtain a s u f f i­ 
cient supply of ammunition. 
The in­ 
creasing number of belligerents 
in 
fact, is outrunning the world’s .sup­ 
ply of munitions. 
At the beginning 
of the war’s second summer, civili­ 
zation is demonstrating her inability 
to manufacture implements of death 
in sufficient quantities to satisfy the 
world’s demand for them. 
Civiliza­ 
tion refuses to commit suicide. This 
is the brightest 
hope for an 
early 
peace.

to have come from Connersville and

Zapata's forces in Mexico City have 
defeated Jhe Carranzistas 
under 


General Gonzales, according to state 
department advices this afternoon. 


A dispatch from Consul Canada, 


Vera Cruz, dated Sunday 5 p. m., 
had previously caused much confu- 
sion at the department. It read: 


"Zapatistas defeated Carranzistas 


in capital." 


The department assumed that a 


period followed the word "defeated." 
The code was translated and the fol- 
lowing appeared: 


"Capital entirely cut from world. 


Carranza rushing all available men 
to Mexico City." 


It was gravely feared that the 


capital and its inhabitants had suf- 
fered heavily in the fighting. The 
reported Carranza defeat appeared 
also to have ended present hopes of 
getting Red Cross supplies into the 
city, which was said to be absolutely 
without food.

cause of the immense 
number of 


merchantmen at the disposal of Eng- 
land's shippers. While Germany's 
submarine activities have produced 
optimistic rejoicings at home, these 
are quite out of proportion to the 
actual hurt done to the British Em- 
pire. In reality the submarines have 
been engiues of vengeance seeking 
to retaliate regardless of 
military, 


or strategic value, for the relentless 
pressure of Britian's overwhelming- 
ly superior war forces. But, retalia- 
tion is only an incident in warfare, 
and so Germany's submarines 
are 


having only an incidental effect on 
the security of England's commerce. 


As the British navy has dominat- 


ed the seas since the beginning of 
the war; so has' the German army 
controlled the land situation. 
Ex- 


cept for a few square miles in south- 
ern Alsace, German soil is free of 
invaders, while Germany's enemies 
elsewhere are held at bay far with- 
in their own bouudarics. No such 
combination of individual courage, 
strategic skill, organizing capacity, 
readiness and foresight has ever be- 
fore been united in a nation's milit- 
ary service as the German armies, 
displayed since they took the field 
last summer. 


Nevertheless, one primary mistake 


was committed by the German Gen- 
eral Staff during the drive on Paris 
and during the subsequent righting 
along the Aisne 
after the retreat 


from the Marne. 
Throughout that 


crucial period the way to Dunkirk 
and 
Calais 
was open and 
was 


neglected. Everything was risked on 
the capture of Paris and the whole 
thought 
of the German 
staff was 


continuously concentrated on the 
struggle for the French capital. Too 
late came the realization that an- 
other objective must be found. When 
the channel ports were substituted 
for the Paris offensive. t!ie French 
and the British amiies had recovered 
from the demoralizing effects of ihe 
retreat from Belgium; they were able 
to concentrate in the northwestern 
part of the battle area, and they 
successfully held the Germans in the 
Battle of Flanders. 


This error is the only irredeemable 


one of major consequences the Ger- 
mans have committed. 
Their fail- 


ure to hold their positions after Von 
Kluck 
had 
reached 
Paris 


was 
for 
the 
Tcutonss 
no 


more than a misfortune of war. But, 
the inability to realize quickly that 
Paris, was permanently oat of Ger- 
many's reach and that Calais and 
Dunkirk must be substituted, was a 
strategic error of the first rank and 
shows how disheartening to the Gen- 
eral Staff was the Germau defeat at 
the battle of the Marne. 


Von Hindenberg made no such 


error as this in the East, although 
his first drive against Warsaw was 
as much a failure as was the ad- 
vance on 
Paris. Unquestionably, 


Von Hindeuberg has done more to 
save Germany 
since last 
summer 


than any other man. It now seems 
as if he had definitely broken the 
offensive of the Slavs and no matter 
how much longer the war may last, 
Russia will probably 
be unable to 


again 
seriously 
threaten 
German 


territory. 


The collaspe of Russia, the break- 


down of the stcaui roller, is the most 
crushing fact of the war. 
Russia's 


allies, and particularly England, ex- 
pected 
the Slavs 
last summer to 


prove themselves the decisive factor 
in the war. The inferior 
military 


capacity demonstrated by the Rus- 
sians against the Japanese was ig- 
nored and a new birth of strategic 
genius was expected to occur in the 
Czar's Empire, which would carry 
the Russian arms across Germany to 
Berlin. In those days, which now 
seem to fade into the middle ages, 
people were asking wonderingly why 
the prideful Germans 
bad never 


fortified Berlin. This inexplicable 
circumstance was expected to be a 
great assistance to the Slavs, and 
was 
counted upon to permit the 


steam roller to move unimpeded 
along -the Uuter Den Linden. 


But the past four seasons of fight- 


ing have shown that an Empire not 
efficiently 
guided 
in the days of 


peace cannot suddenly transform" 
itself into, an effective organization 
for war after hostilities break out. 


Modern warfare has proven itself .to 
be the most technical of all the arts' 
and professions; but at that tune, 
it has demonstrated that the qualit- 
ies of leadership it demads do not 
•differ in nature from those capa- 
cities for organization, thoroughness 
and quick decision which raise 
a 


nation industrially to the first rank. 
Russia, a second class industrial 
nation, in peace, has proven herself 
to be a second class fighting nation 
in war. 
The past year has shown 


that she is paying the usual penalty 
for inefficiency. Had the facts been 
otherwise, 
had Russia • revealed 
a 


special aptitude for war, the ab- 
solutist 
sway of the Czars 
would 


have 
become Europe's 
new peril 


after 
the end of the present 
war. 


civilization has; ibeen saved 
from 


peril, and Russia has been taught 
that she must work her destiny by 
peaceful effort. 


The French army committed three 


blunders early in the war, but since 
then, its commanders have equalled 
the Gei-mans in qualities of leader- 
ship and its rank and file have 
shown the highest courage. The early 
French mistakes 
were due to the 


same causes—inferiority of subordi- 
nate leadership, and indecision 
in 


the ranks owing to recollections of 
the 
Franco-Prussian war. 
Poor 


leadership was responsible for too 
rapid advances into Southern Alsace 
and Western Lorraine last summer. 
When the Germans deivered 
their 


counterstrokes, there was a panic 
among the French and no subsequent 
efforts have been able to recover 
the ground that was lost in the 
French retreat. 


The third, and by far the most 


serious of French errors occurred 
during the fighting on southeastern 
Belgium, and especially in the Ard- 
ennes forest 
district, Here, had 


French strategy, coupled once more 
with panic in the ranks, permitted 
the Germans to begin their marvelous 
advance on Paris that ended with 
the 
delivery 
of Joffre's 
masterly 


counter offensive east of Paris. The 
victory of the Marne, and the re- 
doubtable von Kluck's flight before 
the attacking 
French 
troops, that 


had been concentrated secretly in 
Paris, producing an instantaneous 
recovery 
of morals 
throughout 


France. 


During the dark days of retreat 


from Belgium, many people hi Paris 
were urging an immediate peace with 
Germany to save the Republic. But, 
after Joffre had shown that the Ger- 
mans could be beaten, a spirit of 
national rejuveration appeared,' and 
the creation of a new France began. 
Even though the French army ad- 
vances no further than the present 
battle line, France will emerge from 
the war with her self confidence re- 
stored for the first time since 
it 


was shattered in 1870—71. What- 
ever the terms of peace may give to 
the French people, this will be their 
greatest 
prize; 
that they have 


learned to stand steadfast in 
the 


face of the enemy. 


The British army's work in the 


war was most effectively done during 
the retreat to Paris. British troops 
protected the left flank of the Allies 
and prevented von Kluok's from 
carrying out his encircled objective. 
Not only 
was an 
overwhelmingly 


disaster thus 
prevented, but the 


French 
were given time to steady 


themselves for the ultimate delivery 
of Joffre's counterstroke. The great 
army that the British 
army ,has 


raised by its volunteer system, has 
yet 
to make 
itself 
felt 
in 
the 


struggle. 
It is lacking in equipment 


and has not been able to demon- 
strate its full worth against the Ger- 
mans. 
Elsewhere, however, troops 


of the British Empire have acquited 
themselves well. 
A South African 


army has wrested German southwest 
Africa from the Teutons; Austra- 
lians 
and 
New Zealandcrs have, 


seized Germany's Pacific colonies 
and an Anglo-Indian 
force 
has 


wrested the Persian gulf hinterland 
from the Turks and has conquered 
the legendary site of the Garden of 
Eden, 
between 
the ''Tigris 
and 


Euphrates rivers. 
England's most 


important contributions to the war, 
however, have been made by her fleet 
and by the ability of her bankers to 
finance the Allies under conditions 
of uiiprecedent interferences with 
foreign trade balances. 


Austria's recovery from the effects 


of her early defeat by Russia is due 
largely to the example set her by 
Germany and to strategic .plans 
created by the German General staff. 
TheAustrian* 'have now resigned the 
management of the entire campaign^ 
against Russia to the Germans,' and 
are supplying very few troops to re- ] 


inforce 
German eastern 
armies. 


Austrian military activity is at pre- 
sent chiefly concerned with resisting 
Italy. 
It is too early-to say what 


Italy's entrance into the war will 
mean, just as the fate of Constanti- 
nople cannot be foretold. The chief 
problems for the Italians, and for 
the Turks, is how to obtain a suffi- 
cient supply of ammunition. The in- 
iereasing number of belligerents 
in 


fact, is outrunning the world's sup- 
ply of munitions. At the beginning 
of the war's second summer/ civili- 
zation is demonstrating her inability 
to manufacture implements of death 
in sufficient quantities to satisfy the 
world's demand for them. Civiliza- 
tion refuses to commit suicide. This 
is the brightest 
hope for an 
early 


peace.
